It applies 
to any and ali cases of overchargim: or prive- 
gouging and implies that the “Something § for 
nothing process has taken place or that someone 
has appropriated wealth fram another. ‘‘Pip-off’ 
has been applied to mass media accounts that per- 
petuate the mth that the only existing exploi- 
tation is classless. For instance, if the owners 
of ofl camanies raise the price of their cum 
modity bevond a ‘fair’ level. then it is claimed 
that both classes are mbhed equally, rich and 
poor. This political fantasy helps to preserve 
another one, - the equality of capitalist suciety. 


Naturally “rip-off 16 used by thousands of B.C. 
workers to describe the 2 to 5 hundred per cent, 
increase in sone cases, Of the cost of auto }nsu- 
rance premuums. Indicative of the low real wayes 
Of many workers at any time, rewardiesrs of the 
label on the governing political party. is the 
fact that this increase in auto insurance solved 
the parking problem at the Umiversity of Victoria, 
as many students were forced to sell their old 
clunkers or put them up on blocks. This has hap 
pened to many other workere, especially the young, 
whoge accident rate reflected even higher premium 
INCYV ARCS . 


The raising of Gaily numinal hospital pa;ments by 
patients and a 100 per cent to 200 per cent. up- 
ping of ferry; rates are the other notabie exam 
ples of the theory that the Sovred govenment has 
been added to big COM rations as exploiters of 
workers thraogh ounopolistic price gouging. 


In 1976 living standards of hundreds of thousand 
of workers have fallen due to having to aaa 
more of their annual wages on these gUvemerp 
controlled caonmodities. They are convinced thy 
the former NDP government was the worker § fey 
because it charged low prices for these servjons 


Thais notion bears little resemblance to reality 
The fall in these workers’ living standards jy 
also a marginal increase in their basie poverty 
Changes in degree of this basic factor of worker 
existence are far less important than the ciund- 
tion itself. This condition is the vatal facta 
that workers tend to ignore or accept as belt: 
inevitable. It usually allows for no surpluses 
or savings of consequence. As a letter-to-th 
editor writer put it 


... The everyday car owner lives at about th 
limit of his or her income and consequently 
has to cut back on cther furchases to pay for 
the insurance. 


This inevitable condition of capitalism is mm 
workers should investigate. It sees many litiy 
beyond their means’ and iS 4 consequence of te 
wages system. Delving into the meaning of the 
word ‘escloyment’ it will be found that the fer 
tal and physical energies that the majority deli- 
ver to the bous in the mills, mines, stores ox 
factories, etc. is a carmodity as 1s sugar, cm 
or soup. It 18 produced for sale. Qn thw average 
its value 1s expressed 1n money wages and them 
correspond roughly to the maintenance co wher 
of the worker re, fond. clothing, mhelter. edie 
tion etc. Reing @ neo@ssar part of the promi 
system, the wages system. functicns in such s wy 
that when the worker gts a certxin vulue for bis 
energies, the owners get a ‘surplus value. the! 
is, they appropriate values the worker has pe 
duced above the value of his life forse. This ls 
the source of all] profit, and the method of th 
expansion of capital from Irkutsk to New York, 
Peking or Havana. 


Tnis is the reason why the wayes, salaries & 
fees incam of the working class can newer eg 
the desirable goodies that capitalism does rai 
available. It 15 because the workers scl] a om 
modity, whose value 1s determined by the mining 
wealth necessary for that canmodity’s repro 
duction. Therefore. the workers are exploited & 
the point of production. All that can happen a 
the markex place, at times, is for the woken 
basic deprivation to be either a)]leviated or mr 
sened, according to supply and demand ar tego 
rary manipulations of governments. The oconsug> 
tive shortfall is a built-in feature of the HY 
tem. It should therefore now be seer that mmrly

tasty tne necessary and legitimate needs of ever; 
dus) life’ But the facta quoted by the capital- 
1s* press show thal the Vatican not cnly does not 
suffer irc. a lack of funds and incom but also 
that 12t has concerted itself into a wrid-wde 


Si r-consort lum which has extended its tentacles 


into al) parts of the world and winch am 
immense profits from, the sale of postage Stays. 
commemnmrative coins and souveniers in the w- 
ridors of the Vatican to the production of a 
and munitions, from simple gifts to financil 
transactions with foreign currencies, gold ax 
shares in the bigyest banks in the world. 


Alongside its covert activities, the Vatican has 
made itself feel more and more in the capitals:

Part 1 J 
Introduction 


MALRE ARLE among religious people many good and 
sincervy citizens who could be very useful to 
society, who are prepared to sacrifice everything for 
their principles| The Salvation and Church Army 
workers. Nuns, who renounce marriage and mother: 
hood, and dedicate their lives to helping the poor. 
the axed or the intirmed. Yhere are also hundreds 
of thausands of workers for churches, christian asyo- 
cations, and “do good socities’. who hope to leave 
this world a better place than they find it. and who 
are seriously interested in peace and the hetterment 
of the human race, and the alleviation of suffering. 
Christians often claim that their religion ts a com- 
(ort in times of trouble, but in political crises (which 
are now continuous), und also in wars, they are in 
a hopeless philosophical position, lke a ship without 
e captain in @ Stormy sea. 

Because of this they easily become the victims 
of wily politicians and ruthless statesmen and instead 
of helping to work for e@ better social world order, 
find themselves unintentionally supporting corrupt 
regimes and dedicating their hves to maintaining these 
systems. Their natve blindness to the real nature 
and hackground of religion prevents them from seeing 
clearly the material tasks of this Ife. 

“The greatest curse of humanity is ignorance The 
only remedy is knowledge. Religion, being based on 
fixed authority, ts naturally opposed to knowledge 
Science needs investigation and criticism. Religion 
is opposed to both these.’’ Robert Blatchford. 

Socialists who take a realistic view of man’s pro- 
blems, will lonk on the miracles of the Bible. the 
virgin birth, the resurrection, life after death and all 
the paraphenalia of religion as an obstruction to 
social progress. It is difficult to understand how any 
normally educated person can take it seriously. and 
hard to believe that thousands of people still consider 
Stones that are the equivalent of Andersen’s fairy 
tales, as true 

Christians might do well to follow the advice of 
the Bible (t. Cor. 13.11) “When I was a child, | 
spake as a child, I understood as a child, I thought 
as a child; but when 1 became a man, I put aside 
childish things.” So long as they are tied to the 
Bible, they can never put aside childish beliefs which 
Prevent them from understanding socialism. 

It is quite obvious that if Christians are guided 
by the Bible and the priests, they cannot be expected 
lo see through the much more skilful propaganda 
of the politicians, television, radio and newspapers, 
on life’s more important matters. 

One must oppose religion because it stands in the 
way of socialisn) and the understanding that the latter 
necessitates. A man under the influence of drugs and 
slcnho] cannot be expected to make a good socialist: 
but if he can be freed from these, at least there is 
a chance. 

One cannot hope to change the world if the ideas 
that have made it remain unchallenged.

What is religion ? 


"NHERE ARE many who ask, why are socialista agsinel 
religion? Why did Marx write’ — “Religion i the 
opium of the people?” 

Those who think that religion ls neceasary to man- 
kind and that it hes e salutary influence, are usually 
very vague az to what constitutes religion. 

Religion does nut mean lrading a good life it ta 
not sharing your possessions with the poor; it 13 
not turning the other check when assaulted, or loving 
your neighbour. Al these are probleme of ethics 
and morslity, 30 often confused with reigion. Chris- 
tianity as well as other religions have their moral 
and ethical codes. 

When Matthew Amold defined religion aa “morality 
touched with emotion”, he added to this confusion. 

Both Socialists and Christians may wish to hetp 
their fellows and not harm anybodv. They may try 
to be kind, courteous and considerate to the wishes 
of others — these ere things which so many people 
think are religious principles. In fact socialleta are 
doing their bit to better mankind in spreading the 
knowledge of socialiam, and are often despised for It. 

Religion portrays itself as a system of absurd 
anachronistic mystical belicfe — usually accom- 
panied by threats to non-believers and promises of 
rewards foc the pious !n some respects !{ seems 
to be a pathological condition (what disease is to 
the body, religion is to the mind), in which the per 
son suppresses his reasoning power in certain direc- 
tions. He accepts statements from the Bible as being 
beyond dispute, statements which he would rept 
completely if he read them elsewhere. No wonder 
religion has been defined as a ‘psychological purge 
tive for imaginery sins.” 

Religion is superstition muoning away from teuth 
and afraid of being overtaken This i because reli- 
gion is based on belief. The many references to 
belief in the New Testament, makes it clear that 
“belief” is the dasis of Christianity. 

Religion is not a revelation. but the pruduct of 
evolution as all forms of ideas and culturv. No mat- 
ter if fundamentalists reject evolution, their religroe 
and aJjl {jt contains has been ‘he product of evolu- 
uon. Even the idea of God evolved. See Grant 
Allen's "Evolution of the idea of God.” 

Originally, religion wae a pelief in the existence 
of supernatural beings, and the observance of nites 
and ceremonies in order to avert their anger Of gain 
their good-will. “Corpse worship’, 83 it has deen 
tersely called, was the protoplasm of relig:on. 

Religion is woven like a threat into the texture 
of human society from the early times to the present 
day. It te based upon man's ignorance of natural 
forces and has been propped up by rulers as & meaas 
of keeping slaves m subjection. 
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Religion teveloped by primitive man tw explain 
naiual pheaumenun such as aturme, earthquakes, VO! 
canoes ets. Tr the savage mind when the avalanche 
fal) the racks were angry, when the vulcano belehed 
forth déetnuction the mountain was furjous; when 
the gréund rurnshbled and cracked then the earth was 
Celermined upon destruction 

Savage man saw everything in hie own image 
When hla menta] development had sdvunced a atage 
further it was the muuntaon apitit and the nver 
apinit and the carth spirit thet was anpry. and he 
commencrd tr devise means to propiGials angry 
apririta. 

It was here that pricsthtnal stepped in, the vague 
beginning of what was eventually to becume the 
Church. that has harassed mankind stross the agra, 
suppeitted tyranny, and reaped much profit in the pro 
cess.) « Priesthoud became the imapinery hulwark tf 
man agatnat the forces of nature and suciety: snd 
religion his refuge when hfe was too burdcnsome. 

In the early civilisations of Babylon and Fyypt the 
priesthoud was wealthy and powerful; chattel slavery 
and poor freemen toiled for its benefit. How power- 
ful it was has iewen clearly shown by the (reasures 
and manuscnpts found in the tomba of nulers. By 
holaing out the threat of eterna! damnation on the 
unfaithful the Egyptian presthood accumulated vast 
wealth and property and stood hehind the whips of 
the slave driver. 

Ruch new religion starting with the will of the 
oppreased has ended with the power of a new oppres- 
sor Privileged classes learned early the value of 
religion and used it ruthlessly to support their domin- 
ation. 

All religion is besed on faith and faith Is 
an illogical belief in the occurrance of the impossible 
It is helief without evidence in what is told by a 
preacher without knowledge about things without 

parallel Christian faith consists in believing when 
it is beyond the puwer of reason; it is beleving in 
something which your common sense tells you muat 
be wrong Ail this is in direct opposition to social- 
ism, and cannot possibly be reconciled with or in- 
corporated into soc‘alism. 

“Man makea religion, religion does not make man. 
Religion is indeed man's self-consciousness and self- 
awareness as long as he has not found his feet in 
the universe, But man is not an abstract being. 
squatting outside the world) Man is the world of 
men, the State, and society. This State. this 
society, produces religion which is an_ inverted 
world. Religwn is the general theory of this word, 
its encyclopaedic compendium, Its logic in popular 
form, its spiritual point d’honneur, {ts enthusiasm, 
its moral sanction, its solemn complacent, its general 
basis of consolation and justification. [t is the 
fantastic reahsation of the human being inasmuch 
as the human being possesses nu true reality. The 
struggle sgainst religion is therefore indirectly a 
struggle against that world whose spiritual aroma 
ta religion.
